TIFFANY SECURES EXTENSION 



By Which High-wood People May Have till 
January I to Close Out. 

In the state senate, on Tuesday, Senator 
Tiffany of thin place, introduced n bill by 
which bo nmmonded tbo High wood saloon 
restriction bill by which, iuitcad of being 
effective at once ns the original bill provid- 
es, it 1b to be effectlvo, January 1 of next 
year.

Under tho or- 
iginal bill, tbo saloontt would be put out of 
commission at once nnd tho owners of 
properly raised a big protest against it 
nnd since thon they have made various 
kicks in their endeavor to prevent its pas- 
sage. 

The bouse, however, turned down Rep- 
resentative Gibbon's amendment wherein 
ho sought to postpone time for closing out 
Bnloons, but Senator Tiffany has made it 
easier for tbe property owners by having 
the sonata pass tbo bill which gfvos them 
until January 1 to' dispose of their holding*/

tho bouse' wilt concur, with the senate in 
this action, hpneo it h pmclically certain 
that the now Jaw will be effective, January 
I instead of at onco as many had expected.

With fanners fighting the progress of 
the road at cvory step, a new plan has 
been found to complete the building of the 
Sheridan Drive between Chicago and 
Milwaukee, and n company with this end 
in view has been organized under tbo laws 
of tbe state of Mai no with a capital stock 
of 9500,000.' This company plans to com- 
plete the lake Bhore road, nnd to mako of 
it a private, rdnd for - the use of which toll 
charges, will bo made.

Merchants are advised to demand 
evidence that men calling for samples are 
realty officers. .The real officers are com- 
pelled to pay for the stuff taken, as they 
were before the first of the year.

Break Glass in a Wdukegan Bicycle 
Shop to Steal Tires 



•One of tho most daring attempted rob- 
beries ever perpetrated in Waukegan was 
frustrated Monday evening by tbo merest 
chance. Three boys, all under the ago of 
fourteen years,, broke one of thn windows 
in the front of the' Browne Aulo and Bicy- 
cle repair shop on South Genesee street, 
but the noise of the falling glass attracted 
tho attention of C. Lazzaroni who was 
standing inside his fruit store on tbe cor- 
ner of Water and Ocnescc street. 

Rushing out he took the young^tera by 
surprise who at. once took to their heels. 
Quick us they wore in getting out of sight 
they wore . recognized by Mr. Lazzaroni, 
who hns given the names and descriptions 
to Mr. Browne. 

In nn interview Mr. Browne stated that 
ho is inclined to give tho hoys n chance, 
considering their extreme youth. If they 
step to the front and settle for tho broken 
pane of glass be will say nothing about it 
and the matter will be dropped without 
their names oven becoming known. But 
in cuso they do- not Bee lit to do so, Mr. 
Browne states that be will prosecute them 
to tbe limit and will do his beat to see that 
tbey arc landed in tbe reform school * 



William Derry, one of tbe employes o 
tho t hop states that he was in the store 
until 8:110 o'clock when ho left for his 
home. The evidence of Mr. Lizzuroni is 
as stated above. Alter tbo boys had 
ran away, Mr. Lazzuroni thinking tbey 
would come out behind hia store on Water 
street ran around thnt way hoping to cap- 
ture one of the young robbers, at least. 
Ho was mistaken, however, for instead of 
going in that direction tbe boys ran around 
Hairs low's coal ottioo nnd made their es- 
cape. They were recognized by Lazzaroni 
who Bays ho can identify them. 

When Mr. Browne was asked as to whnt 
ho thought tho boys wore after, be replied 
that they undoubtedly were after so mo val- 
uable bicycle tires that have been on dis- 
play in the window for afew days past. 
Mr. Brown stated that there hud been 8150 
worth of tires on display, 

Notwithstanding all this the attempted 
robbery wus a bold one and showed that 
the boye possessed considerable nerve. 
Tbey were assisted in their work 1 by the 
fact that the window was already cracked 
nnd therefore did not take as much force to 
break it. 



Thocaioof Ted Collier who is under 
trial for the murder of Dreyer is one that 
has awakened widespread interest through 
out the country. An will bo remembered 
Dreyer was found one morning lying dead 
in the road, evidently tuning been run 
over by an automobile. It was brought 
out at tbo trial that Collier, an auto ex- 
pert, had passed over tbo same road in 
Ids machine during the night nnd it was 
alleged that he was responsible for.Dreyer*s 
death. At the trial in tho Circuit Court 
lust week he was convicted of manslaugh- 
ter, but court was adjourned until April 
2D, without the Judge having -passed Col- 
lier's sentence. Now in the meantime a 
most remarkable state of affairs have been 
brought to light in connection with the 
cast;. It became known on Monday of this 
week Ihat.mombcrB of tho jury which tried 
Collier bave held a meeting that they may 
save Collier from a prison term nnd it is 
stated on absolute authority that these 
members of tbe jury are ready nnd willing 
to go bofore the district attorney nnd Judge 
Uolden and p|eod for leniency for the con- 
victed mnn. One of tbe jurors in an in- 
terview said. "In all our consideration 
of the guilt of "Ted Collig^-not once did 
we consider it possible that bo should be 
Bent to prison and the understanding 
among the jurors was thnt should we vote 
to find Collier guilty it wns with the under- 
standing that he should pay a fine. At a 
meeting of the jurors on Saturday two of 
the men who bad voted from ' the first for 
the conviction of Collier were present and 
these. men suggested the plan.ofgoing 
before the district attorney nnd tho court 
and in some manner showing to thorn the

Few people realize tho tremendous 
land wealth of New York city to-day, 
says a writer In Moody's Magazine. 
The total land valuations of the city 
by its/ recent census reached tho 
enormous figure of 15,800,000,000; this 
Is an Increase of $400,000,000 In 1907

Within a decade tbe Increase has 
been considerably over 100 per cent 
New York real eBtate Is to-day val- 
ued at more than one-twentieth of the 
entire wealth ot the United States. It 
Is greater than the entire wealth ot 
many states and even of many for- 
eign countries. It Is 25 per cent: moro 
than the entire wealth of Holland, 
Spain, Sweden and fc'orway; 50 per 
cent, more than Switzerland? Den- 
mark or Portugal; It Is one- third that 
of Italy, one-fourth - that .of Austria- 
Hungary; one-fifth that of Russia, one- 
seventh that ot Germany, one-eighth 
that of France, one-ton th that of 
great Britain and Ireland.

a public prosecutor that caused him to 
make tbe reccommendation that he did, 
Tim-matter of tho sentence of Collier will 
probably be taken up next week.

The temple ruins at Rhodesia are 
puzzlers.

Toledo, 0.— The grand Jury's Inves- 
tigation into tho alleged trusts blnmcd 
for tho increased coBt of building op- 
erations and high Tents In Toledo re- 
sulted Saturday In the return of 24 
Indictments against 03 loading busi- 
ness 1 non ntul iho following combina- 
tions: Toledo Master i'lnnihers' as- 
sociation, Tolodo Brick Supply com- 
pany, Toledo Lumberman's bureau of 
credit, Nntlonn' Supply company and 
Toledo Supply compnny. 

The indlctmentB charge conspiracy 
In restraint of trade. The wide scope 
of tho investigation and the great 
number of persons accused mako tho 
grand Jury's report more sensational 
than tho Ico trust indictments. Some 
of the men named in the Indictments 
aro among tho .most prominent busi- 
ness men in tho city. Severn! of them 
ore not actively engaged In the busi- 
nesses which havo been under Inves- 
tigation, hut are interested Indirectly 
and are Included In the charges mado 
against tho firms, 

In tho list of lumbermen nnd brick 
men Indicted are the names of men 
high in local financial circles. The 
bead of the local lumber trust Is said 
to bo tho Toledo Lumbermen's Credit 
association, with offices In the Spltxcr 
building. This trust. Is alleged to 
have had complete control of. the lum- 
ber market, raising the prices when It 
saw lit and compelling outside con- 
cerns to sell only to them, making It 
Impossible for the Independent dealer 
to get material outside the trust 

Tho Tolodo Brick Supply company, 
alleged to bo an Illegal combination 
of brick manufacturers In restraint 
ot trade, Is declared to have been or- 
ganized for tho purpose of controlling 
tho prico of the product of local brick 
manufacturers. Since the pnssnge of 
tho Valentlao anti-trust law It has 
changed its form, but Prosecutor 
Wachenhelmcr expects to show thnt 
It has continued to monopolize tho 
local brick business. 

Tho National Supply company, the 
only corporation indicted, deals ex- 
tensively in plumbing supplies, oil 
wells, machinery, and nil manner of 
plumbers' and carpenters' tools, 

Tho lumber denlors nrc charged 
with having plundered tho contractors 
and through them all the home build- 
ers in Toledo. Those who pay rent 
aro also said to have had to pay 
tribute through Increased rent neces- 
sary to recoup the landlords for tho 
high cost of building.

Be it ordained by the President and 
Hoard ot Trustees of the village of Anti- 
och, Lake County, Illinois. 
,,• Thnt, Whereas, Hiram 'H; Kellogg be- 
ing desirous and having offered to fur- 
niah tho Villngc of Antioch with Arc and 
Incandescent electric lights for the pur- 
pose of illuminating the streets of said 
Village, has offered to furnish for a p*' r * 
iod of ten years, twenty-five (35) 32. C. P. 
Incandescent Klectrio Lights for the sum 
of eighty (M) cents each per month and 
sixteen (10) five (5) Ampere nrc lights for 
the sum of five dollars each per month to 
run from five o'clock in the morning un- 
til sun rise of that morning from tho first 
day of October until the .list day of March 
and to run from dunk nntil 12 o'clock 
each night from April 1st, to September 
00th inclusive and from dunk until 11 :."!0 
o'clock each night from Octolter 1st, to 
March 3Iet inclusive on a moonlightsched- 
ule. 

The intent of this moonlight schedule 
is that on night s when the moon shines 
these lights will not he burned, but in the 
event of such nights as the schedule bhows 
that the moon should be shining, it does 



not shine, the said lights shall bo burned 
iih a part of this contract price. 

And n furthor part of this offer is thnt 
should the Village of Antioch at any limn 
during the life of this contract desire to 
order any additional lights over and nbovo 
the amount herein specified stipulated and 
contracted for. that it, tbc Village of Anti- 
och, may order nt any timo and pay tho 
price ns above stated.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE HAS 
MUCH TO DO IN SHORT TIME. 



FEW NEW LAWS MADE 



Must Learn to Think. 
The young people of to-day as com- 
pared with those of BO years ago are 
chlcQy deficient In power of sustained 
attention and original, thinking. They 
cannot, or at least they do not, think 
as clearly, as patiently, and as cogent- 
ly as did their fathers. They do not 
as quickly distinguish the Irrelevant 
from the pertinent, the kernel from 
the husk, as the men of the last gen- 
eration. They have an amazing fund 
of Information; tboy are wide readers 
of bright ephemeral literature; they 
have tasted every fruit on the great 
tree of knowledge; they know a thou- 
sand interesting scraps; they are 
more versatile and Ingenious and at- 
tractive than any other of the recent 
generations. But, says President W. 
H. P. Faunce of Brown University, in 
Leslie's Weekly, thoy are quickly led 
astray by sophistry, and easily led to 
surrender conviction whan It conflicts 
with Interest. 



Only Seventy-Nine Bills Have So Far 
Been Laid Before Gov. ( Deneen 
for His Signature — Two Im- 
portant Measures.

Springfield. — After three 
and n half of legislative 
79 bills have been laid 
Gov. Dcneon for his signature and bo- 
come laws. Jn the remaining three 
weeks of the gencrnl assembly the 
real work of the legislature will have 
to be done. Only thrcu measures 
ot any general Importance have 
been passed, two being appropri- 
ation bills carrying 9150,000 for 
the continuance of tho Illinois Cen- 
tral Investigation, and one raising 
the salary of circuit court Judges. A 
bulletin calling attention to the 
fact that all the work of the assembly 
remains yet to be done has been Is- 
sued by William O. Wilson, secretary 
of the publicity bureau of tho Legis- 
lative Voters* league, In Springfield. 
Thi! inference that the legislators havo 
been wasting their time Is not exactly 
fair, inasmuch ns the work of commit* 
tee consideration of bills requires time, 
but the fact remains that In three 
weeks nearly all the new laws which 
will bo put on the statute books will 
bo passed. 



That the balloon is expected to play 
a part In war, and possibly an Impor- 
tant one hereafter. Is evident from 
military procedure abroad. In Ger- 
many careful attention Is given to the 
matter by army authorities. A nov- 
elty in German military practice Is 
about to be Instituted, and the out- 
come will be Interesting. Doth free 
and captive balloons are to be sent up, 
and. coaat artillery batterlcB will U30 
tho balloons as targets. Hitting bal- 
loons will be much mora difficult than 
striking ships at sea, for In addition 
to discounting tba motion of the aerial 
vessels there will be the height which 
tho projectiles must attain to be ef- 
fective. Fighting with airships will 
be certain to multiply tho problems 
with which military science has to 
deal. 



To Nullify Decision on Fee*., 

A bill Is to ho Introduced In the 1ot> 
Islaturo that will nullify tho decision 
of the supremo court holding that for- 
mer atato auditors and Btato treasur- 
ers must return Tees amounting to 
|.T_M .001.(55, collected by them lu the 
registration and payment of register- 
ed bonds. It wns given out that a su- 
preme court Judge suggested that tho 
legislature pass a bill to relieve the 
auditors and treasurers involved, , on 
the ground that many of those living 
would be forced Into ' bankruptcy 
should they bo compelled to disgorge 
under the terms of the court decision. 
Tho members of tho legislature who 
nro leading tho relief-bill movement 
declare that In ninny Instances tho 
bondsmen are liable, as tho principals 
aro dead. For example, In thc^caso 
of tho late Auditor C. E. Llpplncott, 
who served' In 1 87 5-70 and Is held to 
account for 110,781.00, tho bondsman 
who must make good la Dr. William 
Jayno, of Springfield, who la 80 years 
old and said to havo only sufficient 
estate to permit him to end his days 
comfortably. The legislators also 
Justify their intended course an tho 
ground that tho auditors and treas- 
urers when they sought office did so 
with the understanding that tho fees 
In quostlon wero part of tho emolu- 
ments of the position. 



In another year or so, when the ex 
tension of the Florida East Coast rail 
way, now under construction, is com- 
pleted to Key West,- and fast ships, 
modeled after the English channel ves- 
sels, bring Cuba within five hours, by 
sea, or an American railway running 
through trains north, east and west, 
Havana may become the greatest win- 
ter resort In the western hemisphere. 
Over 30,000 wero handled In and out 
of Havana by the various Hues dur- 
ing the last touring season of Decem- 
ber, January, February and March. 



State to Get Large Sum. 

By a recent decision of the su- 
preme court the cx-Btate treasurers 
and auditors of Illinois alnce 1872 are 
hell liable for $321,001 Illegally taken 
from the treasury. Restitution of this 
sum will have to be made, although It 
may require additional suits to compel 
it. While holding that the former offi- 
cials must return tha actual amounts 
which wero drawn from tho treasury 
Illegally, the decision does not forco 
tho 'return of Interest on this money. 
The court's decision holds that they 
are accountable for interest only from 
the time the demand far the return of 
the money was made by tha state, 
which was about a year ago, and not 
for the entire period. The BUlt which 
was brought by Attorney General 
Stead, tho defendants being represent- 
ed by former Attorney Genera! Ham- 
lin, was directed against Henry Wulff 
and his bondsman, tho late Floyd K. 
Whlttcmorc, of Springfield, to force 
the return of ?8,S12 taken by Mr. Wulff 
as treasurer In 1806-97. This was 
made a test case. Mr. Stead won In 
tho lower courts and the supremo 
court decision confirms tho decree 
against the ex-treasurer and his bonds- 
man. Of the living official or ex-olll- 
clals made liable for the return, State 
Auditor James S. McCullough, now In 
office, Is the hardest hit. Mr. McCnl- 
lough is Indebted to tho state In tho 
sum of 933,086. Charles C. Swigert, 
auditor in 1882-88, now dead, took $43,- 
3U from the treasury, his being the 
largest sum, and his estate or his 
bondsmen will bo held liable for thnt 
amount. The bondsmen arc In worse 
shape than the officials themselves. 
Floyd K. Whtttoraore, who died a cou- 
ple of months ago In Springfield, was 
bondsman for nine of the officials, and 
his estate, which has been estimated 
at a half million, will have to stand a 
heavy drain If the collection cannot 
be made off the officials themselves. 
Several banks also arc said to havo 
been Interested on the bonds, and they 
may be called on to make good where 
the ex-officials cannot make payment. 
Of the ex-treasurers aad auditors who 
are liable since 1872, when the funded 
bond law was passed, under which tho 
officials took the fec3 which now they 
must return, Llpplncott, Swigert, Tlutz, 



State Loses a Point In Suit. 

The state lost tho first point In its 
fight with tha Illinois Central railroad 
far the collection of several million 
dollars alleged to be due In brfck taxes. 
Tho supreme court dismissed tho 
state's milt for an accounting and re- 
covery of tho state's alleged share of 
the gross receipts of tho company. In 
dismissing the suit the court gave 
leave to the. attorney general to with- 
draw tho suit and file either In the 
circuit court or , superior court, thus 
making it optional with tho attorney 
general whether ho shall Institute pro- 
ceedings In Sangamon or Cook county. 
Tho question ot Jurisdiction of the su- 
premo court waB touched upon In tho 
brief oral decision which was ren- 
dered by Chief Justice Scott. Tho 
chief Justice announced thnt the court 
was divided as to whether tho suit 
Involved rovonuo within tho meaning 
of the constitution, and the court 
therefore in Its discretion decided not' 
to assume jurisdiction. Assistant At- 
torney General Dcmpsoy said thnt the 
suit would bo refiled promptly either 
In tho circuit court of Sangamon 
county or In tho superior court of 
Cook county, Tho decision of tho su- 
preme court will delay final action on 
tho suit, probably a year or two, as 
the case' ultimately will go to the su- 
preme court. 



ZEAL WITHOUT COMMON SENSE, 

Striking Example Related by the Lata 
Dr. Flald. 

A Presbyterian clergyman was 
praising tho late Dr. Henry Martin 
Field of Stockbrldgc, who for 41 
years edited tho Evangelist. 

"Dr. Flold did so much good," I he 
said, "because he went about his 
work diplomatically, sensibly reason- 
ably. I once hoard him declare that 
reformers failed often because tho 
moment thoy started a reform thoy 
dropped comrnou senso. Common 
sense was swallowed up In zeal. He 
said that a nervo cure faddist once 
entered a shop and leading tho pro- 
prietor to ono side whispered mys- 
teriously: 'Ah, my friend, you can 
do tho race untold good It you will 
only tnko tho agency for our anti- 
tea preparation.

Appropriation Bills In. 

Tho first of the big omnibus appro- 
priation bills made their appearance in 
the house when Chairman Sbannban 
of the committee on appropriations 
Introduced two measures covering the 
ordinary and special expenses of the 
state normal institutions. The bill 
for tho ordinary expenses of tho Insti- 
tutions named carries , a total' appro- 
priation of $650,000 for tho two years 
ending Juno 30, 1909, The apportion- 
ments aro ns follows: Northern State 
Normal, DoKalb, $G6,0Q0r Eastern 
Stnto Normal, Charleston, 966,000; 
State Normal university, Normal $70,* 
000; Western State Normal, Macomb, 
$00,000; Southern Stato university, 
Carbondale, $48,500. This Is a total 
ot $290,500 for each year. 

In addition to this the two normal 
universities are given tor additional 
ordinary expenses, one-half of the In- 
terest on tho college and seminary 
fund. The special appropriation bill 
carries the following: Northern State 
Normal, DeKalb, $8,000; Eastern 
State Normal Charleston, $17,050, 
Stato Normal university, Normal, 
$110,000, Including $100,000 for tho 
erection ot a manual-arts building 
and auditorium; Western State Nor-

Direct Primary Fight On. 

Tho direct primary law fight came 
up in the house as a special order on 
the calendar when -John P. McGoorty 
brought up his bill on motion to sus- 
pend the rules and advance tho meas- 
ure to second reading without refer- 
ence to a committee. Mr. McGoorty 
referred to the county featuro of the 
present law as a standing* Joko, say- 
ing that It is absurd for a candidate 
to make a campaign for nomination, 
get the popular majority and then 
have the delegates nomlnato a man 
whose namo never appeared on tho 
primary election ballot. On motion of 
Chairman Llndly, of the steering com- 
mittee, further consideration ot Mr. 
McGoorty's motion to suspend the 
rules was referred until next Wednes- 
day, 



Inheritance Tax BUI Killed. 

Senator Humphrey's bill requiring 
the county treasurer of Cook county 
to pay into tho county treasury the 
two. per cent fee on Inheritance taxes, 
as provided by the constitutor, and 
which In the past has been retained 
by the county treasurer, failed to pass 
In the senato, tho vote being 14' to 20. 



Waterway Bills In Senate. 

Senator Hall Introduced In tho sen- 
ato two bills Intended to carry out tho 
proposed deep-waterway scheme of 
the sanitary board, ' The bills, which 
were drawn by the attorneys for the 
sanitary district, authorize tho widen- 
ing and deepening of the main channel, 
otc. . For this purpose tha district is 
granted certain rights In lands hold 
by tho Illinois and Michigan canal 
commissioners, Tho removal of dam 
No. 1 and lock No. 5 in Jollbt in order 
to cp.rry out tho, plans contemplated Is 
'n'.so provided. ' ; 



For Railroad Rate Classification. 

Senator Hurburgh offered In the 
senate as a substitute for the two- 
cent maximum railroad faro hill 
passed by the house the classification 
hill prepared some tlmo ago by a sub- 
committee of tho senate railroad com- 
mittee. This subcommittee bill orig- 
inally provided for tho classification 
of railroads Into three divisions and 
the establishment of three rates ot 
fare — two cents, two and one-halt 
cents and three cents, a mile — accord- 
ing to tho grosa earnings. It was -de- 
cided to eliminate one of the classes 
of rates, that providing for a fare of 
two- aad one-half cents a mile; from 
the senate. BubsLltute committee bill, 
and In that form It was offered as an 
amendment to the, hbuso measure. Tho 
amendment, in addition to providing 
only two rates, stipulates that tlio rail- 
road and warehouse commission shall 
reclassify the roads annually. A fine 
of $1,000 to $5,000 Is to be Imposed 
for violation of the act.

Tho family Dlblo, -with Its genealog- 
leal record, florved a usoful purposo 
In Its' day," said tho librarian, "and I 
don't seo that, with all our boasted 
advance In civilization, wo have de- 
veloped anything qulto to take Us 
place.
